Accident Takes 
Life Of One Man 


Elba Rescue Squad 
played a leading role in 
the recovery of the car 
and body of an Enterprise 
man from Pea River this 
past weekend, The Elba 
squad was the first of sev- 
en on the scene and showed 
expert training and dedi- 
cation throughout the two 
days and nights of recovery 
efforts, 

The accident, which took 
the life of Brooks Morgan, 
Jr., age 27, happened at 
about 11:30 Friday‘ night 
at Ballard’s Bridge be- 
tween Opp and Enterprise. 
The car, a late model Pon- 
tiac, was recovered -at 
about 6 a.m, Saturday, The 
body of Morgan was not 
recovered until about 4 
p.m, Sunday, Taking partin 
the search were rescue 
units from Elba, Enter- 
prise, Opp, Andalusia, 
Samson, Brantley, Hart- 
ford and Geneva, Also as- 
sisting were the Alabama 
National Guard, Alabama 
Highway Patrol andthe En- 
terprise Police Depart- 
ment and the Coffee County 
Sheriff’?s Department, 

According to officials on 
the scene, Morgan was 
going East on Highway 134 
and had just passed an- 
other vehicle at high speed 
when it left the highway.
